CULTURE IN GLASSES.— The single varieties are better 
adapted for glass culture than the double, and the best-named sorts 
should be selected. Soft water should be used in filling the glasses, 
a little charcoal put in, and the bottom of the bulbs allowed to just 
come in contact with the water. They should then be put in a 
dark, cold place till the roots are four or five inches long, a little 
additional water occasionally as it evaporates, and then brought into 
light and warmth as directed for culture in pots. 

GARDEN CULTURE.— The bulbs should be planted in Octo- 
ber, six inches apart and four inches deep, in a light, rich soil and 
in a sunny position; if the bed has been occupied by plants during 
the summer, it should be well dug and enriched with well-rotted 
manure. Lefore the groznd freezes cover about six inches deep with 
straw, leaves or other litter, and gradually remove upon the approach 
of warm weather in spring. The bulbs may be left in the bed to ripen, or as the beds are frequently wanted for plants 
before the bulbs have ripened, they may be carefully lifted and placed in some other part of the garden and covered 
with an inch or two of earth, leaving the leaves exposed till they become yellow, when the bulbs may be dried off and 
put away for another season, but they usually deteriorate and are not as good as newly imported bulbs.
